Mr. Ben-Gurion in holiday mood 
outside his villa at St. Claire 


seems clear that the official statement 
which said Mr. Ben-Gurion went to 
France only on holiday and without 


any intention of. meeting French 
leaders was correct. 
French journalists and — photo-. 


graphers who besieged Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s Riviera villa day and night 
in the hope of seeing him were dis- 
appointed, 

Ben-Gurion spent. most of 
his time indoors, reading or writing. 
It was reported that his - luggage 


included two suitcases full of books 


on philosophy. | 

The mystery which has _ been 
created around Ben-Gurion’s 
holiday has been the subject of angry 
outbursts and even ridicule in the 
Israeli press. The secrecy is thought 
by most people to have been exces- 
sive. Certainly Mr. Ben-Gurion’s 
security seems to be the subject of 
a great deal of nervous tension. 

On his return Mr. Ben-Gurion is 
expected to plunge into the election 
campaign. He will be the principal 
speaker at a Mapai mass rally in Tel 
Aviv next Monday. The Cherut leader. 
Mr. Menahem Beigin, is carrying out 
a hard-hitting campaign against Mapai 
In general and Mr. Ben-Gurion in par- 
ticular.

Jubilation in Margate 


EWISH hotel-keepers at Palm Bay, 

the exotically named ©‘ Jewish 

Margate and Cliftonville. 
are. jubilant. about’ the weather. 
Thousands of Jewish holiday-makers 
have accepted their hospitality during 
the past few months, and a general 
aura of good fortune has hung over a 
season which. all unanimously 
described as“ the best since the war.” 

Cliftonville’s high sunshine record 
means a great deal to the Jews: who 
live there. Of the small community 
in the area, numbering about 300, 
nearly 80 per cent gain. their. liveli- 
hood from the hotel trade. The local 
synagogue, benefits from the 


‘tourist: season,: for the bulk of its 


revenue is. derived from the “ offer- 
ings.” -made by Jewish visitors. 

This synagogue, which is indepen- 
dent, is one of the few in Kent with 
a resident minister. It has 85 mém- 
bers drawn from many surrounding 
areas, and a most attractive house of 
worship,. exactly 30. vears:. old, in 
Godwin Road. The Rev. Bernard 


Landau has been there for eight years. . 


I lunched with Mr. Landau and his 
charming wife, and learned how the 
Jewish residents of Cliftonville, busy 
during the summer with the tourist 
trade, occupy. barren. winter 
months with communal and charitable 
work with a-rare.degree of unanimity. 
All .the. ladies. of .the. community 
belong to the Ladies’ Guild. All the 
adult. members. of the synagogue: are 
members of: the Zronist. Society. 

And Mr. A. Gradel, proprietor of 
the: Carmel Hotel, and.a_ past’ Presi- 
dent of ‘the Svnagogue and. ..past 
Chairman of the: Zionist Society, 
added...-when I met him:. “If: every 
community in England were to: con- 
tribute as generously as do the Jews 
of Margate, the J.P.A. could set itself 
five-million .pound target figure.”

much to do with or even know much 
about the local Jewish community. 


The community is split into the 
Orthodox and Reform congregations. 
The Orthodox synagogue under its 
President. Mr. Henry Solomon, and 
its minister, Rabbi J. Indech, which 
is situated at Wootton. Gardens. 
a cul-de-sac off the Old Christchurch 
Road, -caters. for . the larger 
community. 

For the rest of the estimated 550 
Jewish families, there is the Reform 
synagogue which was opened in 
March.

The Orthodox congregation, which 
has been in existence for the past 50 
years, hopes shortly to start on its 
vast rebuilding and reconstruction 
programme.

The doctrine known. in Cabhalistic

up with earnestness and simplicity. 


He made enough money from draw- 
ings—including the illustrations to .a 
book “The Spirit. of the Ghetto” 
—to justify study in Paris, . where 
he arrived in 1902 and spent three 
years. His working life from the age 
of 25 was spent in London. 

He had been here only two years 
when the architect. Charles Holden 
commissioned him to carve 18 over- 
life-sized figures for his new building 
for the British Medical Association 
in the Strand. He did. the work 
in 14 months and nothing like the 
figures had been seen in England 
since the medieval cathedrals were 
built. 

With this first major work the 
issue was joined between the artist 
and the public. Epstein’s carvings 
were always large and strong and 


unfamiliar; they were sexually 
frank; some were influenced by 
extra-European. conceptions.. They 


- demanded a reaction; and for many 


years the reaction of most. people 
was one of fear. 
as no artist had been in this country 
since Whistler. But throughout his 
life he stood firm for the duty (not 
merely the right) of an artist to 
refuse to compromise, and he was 
consistently championed by those 
who: coul 
a receptive mind. 

In 1912. he was commissioned to 
execute the tomb of Oscar Wilde in 


Paris; and later carvings of major 


importance were the “Venus” of 
1914, the flattened planes. of which 
came as near formalism as this most 
humanistic of sculptors ever came; 
the lyrical “Rima” (1925) in Hyde 
Park, which, though unveiled by 
Stanley Baldwin, was. tarred and 
feathered;. “Night”. and “Day” 
(1929) at the. headquarters of. the 
London Underground; . “ Genesis” 
(1931), a study . of. pregnancy ; 
“Adam” (7939), an over-life-sized

Other large works, particularly in 
his later years, did not always reach 
sucha high Jevel, But of the great- 
ness of his portrait heads and busts 
there was never any doubt. Epstein’s 
psychological insight was matched 
with such technical mastery that a 


perfect synthesis of character and 
form resulted without loss .; of 
Vitality. 


Men in public life were set down 
for posterity ; Admiral. Lord Fisher 
(1915), the Duke of Marlborough 
(1923), Cunninghame Graham (1923), 
Joseph Conrad (1924), Einstein 
(1933), Haile Selassie. .(1936), 
Vaughan Williams (1950). If these 
seem the best, a dozen similar lists 
could be made. 


He endowed his busts of -beauti- 


ful women with the timelessness and 
placelessness associated with the 
greatest works of the past. “Isa- 
bel” (1933) is perhaps the finest of 
these. 

Apart from. Einstein, other Jews 
who Sir Jacob portrayed in bronze 
included Professor Samuel Alexander 
(1925), Dr. Chaim Weizmann (1933). 
Mr. Isidor Qstrer (1933). Yehudi 
Menuhin (1945),. Sholem- Asch, and 
Moshe Oved: 

Every two years, in his prime, he 
held an exhibition at the Leicester 
‘Galleries consisting of one. figure, 
carved or modelled, of at. least life- 


size surrounded by a roomful of. por- 


trait heads and busts, all finished 
works. These exhibitions were among 
the great events. of London’s -artistic 
life, and by their confident industry, 
their proud integrity, their uncom- 


promising vitality, they lit the lamp.

Judaism and Sculpture 


Interviewed by a JEWISH CHRONICLE 
reporter in 1916 Epstein had a num- 
ber of pungent comments to make on 
the subject of Judaism. and Art. 

“I do not see whére Judaism and 
sculpture are... opposed,” he safd. 
“ Ancient Judaism cid not. clash with 
Art... Ehe Carving of the Decalogue 
on the: Two Lables. of Stone was one 
Of the greatest, if not the greatest, 


contribution to -The 


Cherubim standing over the Ark of 
the. Testimony, the . eight-branched 
Menorah both in the Tabernacle and 
in the Temple. required the ‘faculties 
of the highest gifted genius to give 


them their true religious expression.”’.. 
Asked whether the. introduction of 


carvings of human figures into the 
synagogue would not. mean idolatry, 
Epstein replied: “Frankly must 
tell you that I should like to see more 
introduced into the syna- 
gogue.. Here | am, a Jew with a 
burning desire to do something worth 
perpetuating for my race,.but there

When the interviewer remarked 
“So you have no. Jewish work? 
Epstein answered, 
mean? Have I any work. dealing 
with a Jewish subject? No. Don't 
think that the: Jewish subject in. art 
makes the art Jewish. Jewish art 1s 
translated through a Jewish tempera- 
ment on whatever subject the Jewish 
artist may, engage himself.” 

In his autobiography, written many 
years later, Epstein said: “I have 
never joined in all-Jewish exhibitions 
of art. Artists are of all races and 
climes, and to band together in racial 
groups is ridiculous. I am most 
often annoyed rather flattered 
to be told that IJ.am the best or fore- 
most Jewish artist. Surely to be an 
artist is enough, .. . Einstein. said 
to me when I worked for him that it 
was only the Nazis who had made 
him conscious of his Jewish origin. 
This .-pernictous racialism in. art 
should be for ever banished.” 

Phe sculptor also mentions in. his 
autobiography his -asseciation with 
the late. Moshe Oved, the antiquartan, 
author. and ‘himself .a sculptor. The 
friends. spent many. a pleasant. hour 
in. Cameo~: Corner,’ .Oved’s 
known: shop in Bloomsbury. where 
Oved sat for the bust which 
made: -of him: In 1933.

Love. of Race 


Two. quotations from. the book 
Spirit ‘of the .Ghetto,”. by 
Hutchins. Hapgood, which, as men- 
tioned previously, Epstein -Hustrated 
in 1902, serve to emphasise the sculp- 
tor’s abhorrence of any sort of racial 
caricature : “Epstein is filled with a 
melancholy love of his race, and his 
constant desire is to paint his people 
just as they. are-: to show them in 
their suffering picturesqueness. A 
big and ugly nose ‘is not his idea of 
what constitutes a downu:town Jew. 
The Jew, to. him, is recognised rather 
by the peculiar. melancholy: of the 
eves, [In the nose he sees nothing 
particularly typical of the race.’ It 
is a forcible illustration of how, while 
really remaining

In its obituary notice “ The Times ” 
had this to say of Sir Jacob:.*. ... 
the artistically relevant fact in his 
ancestry is that he was a Jew:._ It is 
impossible. fo. judge his work fairly 
without reference to its racial flavour. 
Not only was he at his best and mest 
sympathetic in. dealing. with com- 
patriots but he tended to give a 
Semitic character to Gentile subjects, 
and good deal of: what ‘aroused 
hostility in his work was due to his 
racial preferences in physical types.”

MACCABI DEMANDS AGENCY 


SUBSIDY

COPENHAGEN 
A one-day conference of European 


Maccabi, held here after the conclu- 


sion of the games, has passed a reso- 
lution deploring the continued refusal 
of the Jewish Agency to make a 
“fair and proper contribution” 
towards the world-wide activities of 
the Maccabi Movement. 

The conference called upon the 
Executive of the Maccabi World 
{inion to advise the Jewish Agency 
that--while respecting the embargo on 


_ special fund-raising efforts—it would 


call on its members and supporters 
to earmark a certain proportion of 
their gifts to the J.P.A. or similar 
fund-raismg organisations for the 
Maccabi World Union. This. policy, 
the resolution said, should be put 
into effect as from January, 1960 
—-unless satisfactory. arrangements 
could) be’ made. with the -Jewish 
Agency before that date. 
‘In a report to. the conference Mr. 
Pierre Gildesgame, the President... of 
the Maccabi World Union. said that 
the Maccabi had always considered 
the Jewish Agency as an organisation 
whose duty it was to encourage rela- 
tions between the Diaspora and Israel. 
But until now the Maccabi had never 
been recognised by the Agency. 
For some vears the Jewish Agency 
had given the Maccabi 1[£2.500 
(about £500) annually—a ridicu- 
lous amount.” This had been rejected 
by the Maccabi conference in 1957. 
Mr. Gildesgame said that Maccabi 
ought to get an annual grant of at 


least. 1£30.000 (about £6,000) from 
the Jewish Agency. 

Delegates from the 13 countries 
Which had taken part in the games 
reported on the Maccabi movement 
in their territories. The Belgian 
Presentative said that the Youth 
Centre built in. Brussels from funds 
contributed by the Claims Conference 
had -attracted nearly all the Jewish 
youth away from Maccabi. ; 

Mr. T: Haas, from France. said 
that Maccabi: France had ceased to

Revolving Fund 


The office began on a very small 
budget, but for the past seven years 
ii has been receiving £50,000. sterling

Long-term loans have been granted 
to kibbutzim, up till now to those with 
considerable numbers’ of members 
from Britain.

NEW CLAIM MADE 
TO BULGARIA |

JERUSALEM 

Isracl has once again made an 
Official claim to Bulgaria for 
$2,700,000 compensation in respect of 
the El Al ‘plane shot: down over 
Bulgaria in July, 1955, with the loss 
of 58 -lives. This renewed claim 
follows the decision of the Inter- 
national Court at The Hague that it 
was not able to. adjudicate in this case. 
«Most of the passengers aboard the 
plane. were Israelis. but few 
were American of British citizens. The 
British Government has. however. 
announced that it is to discontinue 
proceedings against Bulgaria for 
compensation for the deaths of the 
four British people aboard the. ‘plane. 

Israel is asking Bulgaria to pay 
$600.000 to the relatives of passengers 
and $2,100.000 in compensation for 
the loss of the ‘plane. At one time 
Bulgaria was prepared to pay com- 
pensation to relatives, but at no time 
was. she prepared to accept liability 
for the loys of the ‘plane.

R. BEN-GURION’'S 
Riviera holiday — lasted 
less than a week. . During 


his stay the Premier saw none of.

His cloistered existence prevented 
him from enjoying the enchanting 
Riviera landscape with its blue sea, 
alluring beaches, and blossoms of 
varied hue,. and pine» and oak 
He seemed unaware that a 
few. yards from his villa every 
square inch of beach was crowded 
with sun-tanned — holidaymakers, 
except, of course, when jt was rain- 
ing. _And surprisingly enough the 
week which the Premier spent on 
the. Riviera was considered to be 
the worst from the weather point 
of view:the region has known for 


In. the evenings, while dance 
music of many varieties jssued from 


sundry night clubs on the adjoin- 
ing beach, Mr. Ben-Gurion was in 
bed. He retired early, after dining 
on his favourite vegetable soup, 
prepared by his wife. | 

His departure from France on 
Monday was also accompanied by 
the strictest security precautions.

Archbishop’s Statement

HAIFA 

The Pope. has expressed the hope 
that relations between Israel and the 
Vatican will improve. He stated this 
during an audience with Archbishop 
George Hakim, who: is the spiritual 
head of. 20,000 Greek 
living in Israel. 

Archbishop Hakim said here -that 
the Pope was sympathetic towards 
Israel, but some problems needed to 
be solved before the relations between 
Israel and the Vatican could be 
improved. 

One of these problems—though it 
was not specifically mentioned by the 
Archbishop when he returned from 
his visit to Rome—is the Vatican’s 
insistence that Jerusalem be made an 
international city. At the moment 
there are diplomatic relations 
between Israel and the Vatican. 
_The Archbishop, who is an Arab, 
said that he thought peace with the 
Arabs would have to be achieved 
gradually. He advocated the resettle- 
ment of the Arab refugees. provided 
they agreed. in the Arab countries, 
but. added that Israel should offer 
individual compensation to. all , the 
Arab refugees. He did not think 
that. the refugees would wish to. 
return to their former homes when 
they realised that pre-1948 conditions 
no longer existed,

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A TIME TO 
PROTEST 


IN. Tsarist days few Russians of 
rank und position could visit. the 
Western world without being made 
aware of public disapproval of the 
maltreatment . accorded to the 
Jewish minority in. the Russian 
Empire. In a fortnight’s ume the 
Premier of the Soviet. Union is 
going to the United States on what 
may be, as is President Etsen- 
hower’s visit to this country now, 
one of the most momentous 
journeys of this century. Should 
American Jewry, of whose Govern- 
ment Mr. .Khruschevy will be an 
honoured. guest, follow. the. tradi- 
tion of former. days and make 
known ‘their displeasure and dis- 
appointment at the ‘deliberate 
policy of discrimination which. the 
Government under his — control 
practises against. the three million 
Jews in the U.S.S.R.?. If so, what 
form should this protest take ? 

That’ Russian Jews continue’ to 
suffer. oppression,-in that they are 
denied the right of using their own 
‘Janguage and = other forms of 
cultural expression 
even the smallest minority, can no 
longer be contradicted. Stalin in 
Ais ruthless anti-Jewish — policy 
-closed all Jewish schools, all news- 
papers, theatres, and~so on, and 
none have: been allowed to start 
again. ~The latest measure under 
Mr. Khruschev ‘is: a. drive: against 
synagogues: especially .in- the 
remoter.. localities cut off 
foreign visitors “overseas 
publicity. 

For Jews. in’ tree. America, 01 
indeed anywhere in the free world, 
to remain silent In face of Soviet 
Jewry s own helplessness would. be 
heartless, if --not ot 
cowardice. History would never 
forgive us if responsible Jewish 
leadership should fail to use this 
opportunity to speak on behalt of 
Russian Jewry. 


There are two ways. in- which a 
protest can be made. . One ‘is to 
follow the ~ example of: the 
American trade unions and ‘to boy- 
cott the Khruschev. visit: altogether. 
Among those invited to the recep- 
tions.in the half-a-dozen: American 
Cities the. Soviet Premier. ts. sche- 
duled to visit there will obviously be 
many Jewish citizens of note, among 
them: high-ranking’ officials 
industrialists. If men of such stand- 
ing would turn their backs on the 
Khruschev receptions jt might: make 
some impression on the visitor and 
perhaps draw attention to the plight 
ot Soviet Jewry. 

This, however, 1s @ gesture which 
can only be left to the individual 
to make, as was done-in the past. 
But the situation of Soviet Jewry 
today. is of such a grave nature 
and the threat of their being cut 
“off from:.the rest of the Jewish 
people so real that single protests 
here and there have: little impact. 
particularly on- ‘ot. Mr. 
Khruschev’s calibre. thus for 
Jewry collectively to find a means 
ofconveying its disapproval ‘and 
protest to him: 


Jewish organisations in the 


U.S.A. are, according to reports, 


jostling to put forward their. own 
ideas on how this vital matter 


should be tackled. There are 
voices opposing attempts to 
demand an interview with the 
Soviet leader at all. They cite the 
fruitless meeting the American 
Jewish Committee leaders had 


earlier this year with Mr. Mikoyan, 
which merely gave him an occasion 
to deny charges of discrimination 
and proved to have had no effect 
on alleviating the conditions of the 
Jews in Russia. : 

This time Jewry must act with 
greater foresight and more realisti- 
cally. Premier Khruschev is not, 
however, Mr. Mikoyan. He is the 
man with whom all decision rests. 
It is more than ever important that 
he should receive the protest, that 
he should know that Jewry in the 
free world are alive to. the dis- 
abilities of their brethren in Russia 
and will not remain silent while 
this oppressive policy against them 
continues, 


How this protest should be made 


must be left for the Jewish leaders 


on the spot to decide. There is 


enjoyed = by. 


a strong argument for the sugges- 


tion that the matter should be 
raised at the appropriate moment 
at the United Nations, which Mr. 
Khruschev is to address. Such an 
approach would be bound. to 
impress him. It would undoubtedly 
also have the effect of drawing the 
attention of world opinion to the 
deplorable conditions in which 
Russian Jewry find themselves even 
now despite the many promises o! 
equality and freedom. 
should not be considered the only. 
way of expressing Jewry's protest. 
There are certainly other avenues 
which should and must be tried in 
a united endeavour to express our 
disappointment and sorrow over 
the disabilities suffered by our co- 
religionists in the U.S.S.R. What ts 
clear beyond a shadow of doubt ‘'s 
that this opportunity for registering 
the Jewish protest in a civilised 
and politically effective manner 
should not be missed. 


Mr. Khruschev has shown him- 
self to be as adroit a politician as 
the world has ever seen. He has 
also. shown that he is not entirely 
insensitive to. opinion abroad. If 
his meeting with President Eisen- 


hower goes: well, as we all pray it 


will,, and there is a promise of 
relaxation of the cold war, it -is 
not impossible that he may find it 
opportune to appease Jewish 
opinion in America and the West 


by an improvement in the status 


of the Jews in his own country. 


EPSTEIN 


THE death of Sir Jacob. Epstein 
last week presents. Suitable 
though melancholy ‘occasion for 
reconsidering the place of the artist 
in. the life of the. Jewish com- 
munity. Epstein was without 
question the greatest Jewish sculp- 
tor. of . his generation,.-and~ the 
columns of the national press have 


been loud in praise of his. qualities 


as: an. artist... In THE... JEWwIsi 
CHRONICLE. Of late there has. been 
a lively discussion on the relation- 


ship of the artists to the community, . 


and twice Anglo-Jewry has. been 
upbraided for. its philistinism. 
vicissitudes of Epstein’s career are 
indicative of the ignorance and pre- 
judice. which he had to meet from 
the general community—until he 
died, as one critic wrote; “ almost. 
if. not quite, a member -of . the 
Establishment.” 
its own 


artists -the Anglo-Jewish 


. community is probably not much 


better nor any. worse the 
wider community among which it 
lives. 

“Epstein’s. place in. relation to the 
Jewish community was similar: to 
that of other great artists for whom 
the world, and not merely a 
portion of it. 1s the stage, -Every- 
thing about Epstein’s work pro- 
claimed his deep-seated Jewish 
inspiration, and there is a profound 
truth, in these words from 


fact in his ancestry is that he was 
a Jew “—but, -understandably, he 
did not restrict his work: to the 
Jewish community. In 1916 he 
was complaining that‘ the svna- 
gogue has no use for me: it affords 
Me. no opportunity in exercising 
imagination for the loftiest .of all 


human -emotions, namely, — the 
religious wsthetic. Moreover, 


like Mare Chagall and the late 
Sholem Asch and Louis Golding, 
he was not afraid to recognise the 
impact of the story of Christianity 
on Western civilisation: ~ Notwith- 
standing that his art makes it trans- 


parently obvious that he was 
deeply imbued with the Jewish 
content of the New Testament 


figures whom he portrayed, the fact 
that he trequently went to the New 
Testament for his theme helped to 
create a barrier between himself 
and the Jewish community. As 
a community we are likely to take 
more kindly to a Christian artist 
who portrays a Jewish figure (as 
for example Michael Angelo’s 
Moses with his two horns) than to 
a Jewish artist who portrays a 
character—even if Jewish-—from 
the New. Testament. 

If, indeed, the place of the 
Jewish artist in the community is 
due for recensideration, should we 
not think along the lines of paying 
more attention than we have done 
in the past to those great artists, 
such as Sir Jacob Epstein, whose 
Jewish interpretation of thes 
characters has made, and will g 
on making long after their death, 
an important contribution to 
Jewish-Christian understanding and 
the elimination of prejudice?

TWENTY YEARS AFTER 
Durinc the coming week our 
thoughts cannot but be directed 
to reflection on the catastrophic 
and revolutionary changes of -the 
past twenty years. In both world 
history and the annals of the 
Jewish people these events have 
had the most tremendous and far- 
reaching consequences. Already in 
1933 Hitler’s advent to power 
should have alerted the world to 
the inevitable’. sequel. Yet the 
barbarous antisemitic outrages of 
the Nazi régime did not halt the 
policy of “appeasement,” which 
reached its shameful culmination in 
the Munich agreement of Septem- 
ber, 1938. Then came the year of 
tragic disillusionment. Sep- 
tember 1, 1939,- Hitler marched 
into Poland, and the hapless Jews 
of that land opened a new and 
unprecedented chapter even in the 
terrible records of our people's 
martyrdom. The declaration of 
war. by. Britain and France. on 
September 3, 1939, marked the 
beginning. of humanity’s resistance 
to the forces of evil. Later came 
Britain's “finest  hour,”-. -when. 
under the immortal leadership of 
Winston) Churchill, this country. 
with .sublime. faith and courage, 
alone protected the world from the 
overwhelming. menace of Nazi 
barbarism. Long and desperate 
was the struggle until Britain and 
her Allies won the victory in 1945. 


Before the deliverance came, Euro- | 


pean Jewry had been more. than 
decimated by. the fiendish Nazi 
campaign of. massacre and exter- 
‘mination.. The dire aftermath of 
Nazism is ‘still upon us and will be 
felt by countless generations still to 
come.

~JOSEPHUS AND RABBI 
 JOHANAN 


Sir,—-Even in these curiously mixed 
days of debunking the well-reputed 
and rehabilitating the disreputable, 
the attempt to equate Rabbi Johanan 
ben Zakkai with Josephus is well-nigh 
incredible. The rehabilitation of any 
maligned individual is always praise- 
worthy, but when it can be achieved 
only at the cost of denigrating the 
blameless, as in this case by “ Ben- 


Azai,’ following Professor Trevor- 
Roper, the undertaking becomes 
deplorable. 


That’ such a comparison between 
Rabbi Johanan and Josephus is 
fatuous and {ll-conceived, let the fol- 
lowing crystal-clear facts themselves 
attest 

(1) ‘Rabbi Johanan escaped from 
Jerusalem. in his famous exploit, at 
the risk of his life (‘ Ben-Azai” calls 
this a trick). solely in order to salvage 
a remnant from the wreckage of the 
nation. Josephus, solely in order to 
save his own life. entered the enemy 
lines without any.personal risk, over 
the bodies of forty of his comrades- 
in-arms, whom he had treacherously 
persuaded to.commit suicide (“ Ben- 
Azai” suppresses this fact). 

(2). Johanan appeared before 
Vespasian in. order to plead for the 
establishment of the religious 
academy of Jayvneh.. His success in 
this venture is the direct cause of the 
preservation of Israel to this day. 
Josephus appeared before. Vespasian 
for less worthy reasons. 

(3) R. Johanan was.a civilian and 
not committed to the prosecution of 
the war with Rome. Josephus was 
not only a soldier but a high-ranking 
officer with an army of one hundred 
thousand infantry and five thousand 
cavalry under his personal command. 
He was the military governor of 
Galilee. whose defence had = been 
entrusted to him. He was, therefore. 
not onlv morally but technically, too. 
a deserter. who callously connived at 
the death of his own soldiers who 
stood in the wav of his defection to 
Rome. Can one imagine R. Johanan 
instigating such a slaughter. in order 
to facilitate his exit from Jerusalem ? 
(4) -At no-time. before or after his 
flight from Jerusalem, did R. Johanan 
render aid or comfort: to. the national 
enemy. Josephus, on the other hand, 
did --act: ‘as... an enemy agent. 


BERNHARD BARON 
SETTLEMENT 
Sir,—The leader-writer © in 
August 14 Issue, on The Lane,” 
knows. very little of the Bernhard 
Baron Settlement, as he states that it 
appears. to. be losing its purpose as 

a specifically Jewish institution. 

I have been interested in the work 

of the Settlement for many years, and 
_am therefore in a position to refute 
that statement. 

Although the. total membership of 
the clubs (Oxtord & St. George’s) and 
the» Play. Centre is below that of 
1939 the aggregate today is: still over 
one thousand. 


The Settlement synagogue has a far. 


larger. membership than in 1939, in 
fact it is now one of the largest. Pro- 


ressive synagogues. in Britain. Its 
Friday. evening services average an 
attendance of 100 persons, and _ its 
religion classes’ pupils are many more 
than’in pre-war days, 

The’ Friendship Club, which meets 
in the Settlement, is wholly Jewish, 
and less than two years ago a Jewish 
Community Association. was formed 
to cater for those married persons not 
attached to. other of the Settlement’s 
activities-—today it has 240 members. 
Meetings are held on Sundays, and 
the programme includes 
(Jewish subjects), film shows (Israel), 
concerts, socials, etc. Other Jewish 
groups not connected with the Settle- 
ment hold functions in that building 
without charge to them. 

Although it is estimated that the 
Jewish population in the East End is 
between 15 and 20 per cent of the

1939 figure, and because of this.social. 


welfare institutions have either closed 
down or moved to other parts of Lon- 
don, the demands made upon the 
Bernhard Baron Settlement by Jewish 
residents, as the Jewish social welfare 
institution of the East End, are as 
high today as at any time since 1914 
when the Settlement was founded, and 
the need for its existence today in 
the East End is as vital as ever. 

Although the majority of those who 
call at Berner Street for help or advice 
are Jewish, the Settlement has always 
worked in close collaboration with 
statutory bodies, and voluntary Jewish 
and non-Jewish welfare organisations. 

I am certain, Sir, you will agree if 
in addition to giving assistance or 
advice to coreligionists, if others with- 
out distinction of colour or creed can 
also be helped, this service should not 
be discouraged by Jewish organisa- 
tions but accepted as a part of a 
social welfare institution’s duties. This 
has always been the policy of the 
Bernhard Baron Settlement.

Before long Marcus Samuel 
organised large shipments of 
American and Russian petroleum 
tor lamps. to India, China; and 
other Far Eastern countries. 

By 1892 Samuel had entered into 
a ten-year contract with the Roth- 


-schild interests for the supply of 


Russian kerosene. But instead of 
shipping his kerosene in primitive 
cans with mixed cargoes, Samuel 
embarked upon bulk shipments in 
tankers,

Jewish Colonies 


EVENTY years. .ago,~-on 
August 14, 1889, new Jewish 
community was in 

Argentina, when the steamer Wezer 


anchored -in the port of Buenos 


Aires. On board were 136. Jewish 
families, comprising 823 people, 
who were fleeing from Russian 
persecution. Of these immigrants, 
S11 were less than 20. years old. 
Although there was already at that 
time a small though very dis- 
organised Jewish community in 
Buenos Aires, it is quite certain that 
the foundations of the Argentine 
Jewish.community were principally 
laid by the Jewish agricultural 
settlers who had fled persecution 


‘in Eastern Europe. 


First Settlers 


One of the decrees issued by the 
Russian Tsar Alexander IT forbade 


Jews to live within 30 miles of the - 


frontier, and as a result the 
‘nhabitants of many Jewish agricul- 
tural. villages were compelled to 
move from their lands and lost their 
livelihoods. The Jews of Russia 
had to look for new, free lands, 
where they could devote themselves 
to agriculture. In 1887 a group of 
families who lived in villages near 
the frontier organised a meeting In 
Katowitz to try to find an answer 
to their common. problem. This 
meeting organised the emigration of 
those 136 families who, two years 
later, landed at Buenos Aires. 


After almost unbearable suller--

ings in the desert lands of the Santa 
Fé province—about four hundred 
miles from Buenos Aires——these first 
settlers laid the foundation of the 
first Jewish agricultural village. 
They. called it Moisesville. During 
the. first year. they suffered great 
hardships. They had almost ne 
outside help. They lived in tents, 
and in the first year 62 children 
died of. starvation and disease. 


Vast Scheme 


Baron Maurice de Hirsch, who 
did so much for Jewish colonisa- 
tion in Argentina, gave his financial 
help after the first group had settled 
in Moisesville. It was Dr. William 
Loewenthal who informed the 
Baron of the settlers’ desperate 
position and induced him to under- 
take a vast colonisation scheme. At 
the end of 1890 the Baron sent a 
mission to Argentina, headed by 
Dr. Loewenthal. The task of the 
mission was to investigate the pos- 
sibilities of a large-scale settlement 
of Jews in Argentina, and to give 
immediate help to the colonies 
already established. 

On August 24, 1891, the Jewish 
Colonisation Association (Ica) 


was registered in London, and the 


first three agricultural properties 
acquired in Argentina. At the same 
time the number of _ settlers 
increased as a result of the growing 
persecution of Jews in Russia. 
During the second half .of 1891, 
1.348 Jewish immigrants arrived in 
Buenos Aires under the patronage 


rgentina 


of Baron de Hirsch: These immi- 
grants laid the foundations of two 


new colonies—San Antonio ‘and 


Clara—in the. province of. Entre 
Rios. 

The flow of immigration con- 
tinued uninterrupted until the First 
World War. During the years 
between 1889 and 1904 the majority 
of the Jews who arrived in Argen- 


tina devoted themselves to agricul-. 


ture... A. few,..however, settled. in 
Buenos Aires, where the modern 
Jewish community began to grow 
rapidly. After the Kishinev 
pogrom the number of Jews in 
Argentina increased rapidly. The 
Jewish population increased from 


4,393 in 1904 to 17,424 in 1906. 


Ica founded or helped to 
found 16 big settlements in Argen- 
tina. These settlements were com- 


pletely Jewish during the first years 


of their existence. Some other 
settlements were founded by private 
individuals. Just before the out- 
break of the last war there were 
3,946 families—comprising 27,448 
people—living on the settlements. 
Together with the neighbouring 
Jewish population, which also in 
some way or another depended on 
agriculture for a livelihood, the 
Jewish agriculturists formed more 
than 10 per cent of the Argentine 
Jewish population. 

Settlements like Moisesville (with 
614 agricultural units and a popula- 
tion of 7,447), Baron Hirsch (457 
agricultural units and a population 
of 5,119), and Clara (633 agricul- 


tural units and a population of 
3,100) have become famous tn agri- 
cultural circles all over Argentina. 
They have been. instrumental: in 
promoting agriculture on a. wide 
scale in Argentina, and have played 
a pioneering rdle promoting 
co-operative farming tn the country. 

Today Jewish . agriculture in 
Argentina is declining rapidly. The 
younger generation is leaving en 
masse for. the big towns—especially 
Buenos Aires....Many children. of 
the colonists aim to enter a univer- 
sitv. and qualify for one. of the 


professions. Others are devoting 
themselves commerce” and 
industry. | 


Lasting Proof 
At the end of 1958 only 1,798

families, comprising 5,537 people, 


were living on ica settlements, 
and of these only 979 families 
were actually dependent upon 
agriculture for a_ living. The. 
Jewish population of Moisesville, 
Baron Hirsch, and Clara is not even 
a third of what it was twenty years 
ago. These are no longer pure 
Jewish colonies as a great deal of 
their population is not Jewish. 

There is no doubt that Jewish 
colonisation opened the way for the 
development of the great and 
prosperous Jewish community in 
Argentina—now numbering about 
half a million people. But colonisa- 
tion itself. could not: withstand the 
test. of time; though Argentina 
provided all the conditions that. a 
free and democratic tountry could 
offer for its development. However 


it seems history is now giving a 


new proof that Jews can develop 
a sound and lasting agriculture is.

sion. He was one of the most 
tireless and keenest advocates of 
the use of oil for naval speed, and 
it was his steamers. that sped 
through the Suez Canal the first 
shipments of oil for trials by the 
Royal Navy. Ultimately the “ oil 
maniacs,” as the protagonists of 
Oil-fired ships were dubbed, headed 
by Admiral Lord Fisher and. 
Winston Spencer Churchill, then 
First Lord of the: Admiralty, had 
their way, and the Royal Navy 
commissioned first oil-fired 
destroyers in 1909.

Protection for your 
Family 


What would you do to. protect 
your family from ‘the effects of 
atomic radiation? How would you 
cook a meal in your home with 
no gas, water, or electricity available? 

These are questions which the 
W.V.S. think that every woman in 
the country should know how. to 
answer, For some time past the 
organisation has been running a cam: 
paign called “One in Five.” This 
seeks to give every fifth woman in the 
country some idea of what to do if 
an atom bomb were dropped on 
Britain. Through a short series of 
talks, they aim to show that, con-

less. The individual outside: the 


immediate explosion area could sur-— 


vive, provided that he followed a 
few basic precautions. 

The W.V.S. have made it their job 
to tell women how to protect their 
families from the after-effects of an 
atomic explosion. Specially-trained 
lecturers are available all over the 
country to talk to women’s clubs 
and groups. They give them the 
basic facts about the effect of atomic 
explosions on human beings, and 
also practical hints on how to shelter 
and feed a family in the emergency 
which would result.

Well and Truly 
Peppered 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 


Sweet peppers, both red and green, 
can be fried, stuffed and baked, eaten 
raw in a vegetable salad, used in 
soup or a hittle finely chopped can 
be added to savoury dishes of 
macaroni or rice. 

To prepare peppers for frying or 
baking cut off the stalks, cut through 
lengthways and remove all seeds and 
stringy membrane. 

To Fry. Cut the prepared peppers 
in quarters, put in a saucepan, cover 
with boiling salted water and simmer 
for 5 minutes. Then: strain and dry 
in a cloth. Then either sauté in a 
little hot fat till lightly browned or 
dip in egg and breadcrumbs and _ fry 
in deep fat. 

To serve raw. ‘s the flavour is 
rather pungent, use only 2 or 3 table- 
spoontuls with a potato or mixed 
vegetable salad. Remove the skin, 
seeds, and stringy membrane ard 
chop finely. 

A small quantity finely chopped 
can be added to cream cheese for a 
sandwich filling. 

Stuffed Peppers 


PUT prepared peppers in a sauce- 
pan, cover with boiling salted water 
and simmer for 3 or 4 minutes then 
drain and leave till cold. Then stuff 
each half with any savoury mixture— 
fish, meat, cheese, or vegetable, 
sprinkle with brown crumbs and dot 
with margarine. Bake in a hot oven, 
in a little melted fat, 20-30 minutes. 
Serve with thick brown gravy or any 
savoury sauce preferred.

(1) Mixed cooked vegetables 
moistened with tomato or cheese 
sauce.

N “the early ‘years. of. this 

_century. Alderman Henry. Hart. 

of Dover and Canterbury, was 
locally a very .important figure.

Investment Notes 


H.P. SHARES STILL 
ACTIVE 


By our City Editor 


One of the features of a continuing 
active Stock Exchange in the past 
week has been the support given to 
Hire Purchase Finance shares. These 
have been a long standing favourite 
with investors, especially since the 
big banks took an interest in such 
business and gave it a hall mark. 

There are two main reasons for the 
quickening of activity in the leading 
issues—latest official Statistics and 
fresh stock market assessments. The 
figures just issued are those for June 
and show a total United Kingdom 
hire purchase debt of £37 millions 
at a peak of £763 millions. This 
increase is against the seasonal trend 
for “durables TV, radio, 
etc.—-and shows that even in summer 
such business is. booming. 

The fresh assessment came’ from a 
firm of brokers, who showed that an 
investment in leading H.P. companies 
just seven years ago when. the 
upward movement started would have 
brought a capital appreciation of 
between five- and twenty-told.

Mr. Hancock had some difficulty in 
making up his mind about the most 
opportune date to arrive in Israel. He 
did not want to make things difficult 
by getting there in the midst of the 
Holy-days. He wondered whether he 
should arrive during the Israeli elec- 
tions—and then decided that perhaps 
he should, for he wants to understand 
the new State and its workings as 
quickly and as fully as possible. 

So he has fixed October 21 as his 
date for landing on the. shores of the 
Jewish State. if he stayed longer in 
England he would, hie said, be 
involved in the General Election. 
“Nothing could be worse than an 
election campaign,” he said, smilingly. 
The Israeli journalists retorted : 
“You have not seen our campaign!” 

Mr. Hancock first visited Palestine 
during the war, when he was Second 
eweaeie at the British Embassy in 
Baghdad. | 

Later, in company with Mr. Selwyn 
Lloyd, to whom he was Private Secre- 
tary, he visited Israel and met Mr. 
Ben-Gurion and other Government
